This  scheme  was  completed  during  the  spring  and  became  operational  towards 
the  end  of  May,

Three  slaughterhouses  and  one  knacker's  yard  were  licensed  during  the 
year.  Twelve  men  were  licensed  to  stun  and  slaughter  animals  under  the 
Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1958.  A  detailed  inspection  of  the  slughterhouses 
is  carried  out  from  time  to  time  in  order  to  ensure  that  as  high  a  standard 
of  hygiene  as  possible  is  observed.
